Rural Rustic Road Review: 

 

As noted previously, the next two projects in the Six Year Plan are being developed as Rural 

Rustic Roads.  These are State Route 639 Mount Pleasant Road up to State Route 722 

Lavender Road, and State Route 606 Sidney Church Road.  The last two roads that were 

removed from the Six Year Plan due to funding cuts are State Route 621 Craig’s Creek 

Road and State Route 643 Yellow Sulphur Road.  We are currently updating cost estimates 

for these projects.  If the Board has any other specific roads it would like VDOT to look at 

to see if it would qualify as a Rural Rustic Road, please provide a listing for our review.

Supervisor Creed asked Mr. Clarke if he knew the outcome of the speed study conducted on 

Georges Run Road.  Mr. Clarke replied that his office has not received the results of the study 

yet but he believes it was recommended to be posted at 35 mph.   

 

Supervisor Creed reported that the shoulder of the road on Bradshaw Road is washing out 

causing erosion of the pavement in places along the road.  He asked if VDOT could send out a 

maintenance crew to look into the problem.  

 

Supervisor Politis reported problems on Brush Creek Road, on the Pilot side past Poff School 

Road, where part of the road is caving in.  He received several calls from the school bus driver 

about this. Supervisor Politis also stated the low water bridge on Brush Creek Road is in terrible 

shape.  
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New Courthouse Construction Update  

 

Ron Riquelmy, Project Manager with ARCADIS, US, Inc., updated the Board of Supervisors on 

the construction progress of the new courthouse.   Mr. Riquelmy reported that the project began 

in August 2009 with the Notice to Proceed issued in October 2009.  The substantial completion 

date was estimated for October 2011.  As of today, the projected final completion date is March 

16, 2012.  The project is 107 days behind schedule.   
 

 

PUBLIC ADDRESS  

 

Mike Patel, owner of Rodeway Inn in Christiansburg off I-81 Exit 118C, expressed concern that 

the Exit 118C sign on Interstate 81 did not inform motorists of access to Christiansburg from this 

exit.  The sign reads Shawsville/Elliston and he believes motorists do not know they can use this 

exit to get to the eastern areas of Christiansburg. He believes he is losing business as a result of 

poor signage.  Mr. Patel asked the Board of Supervisors to request the Virginia Department of 

Transportation to install additional signage be installed to inform motorists of access to 

Christiansburg at Exit 118C.

meet the criteria of Section 58.1-3230 and 58.1-3233 of the Code. 

 

5. That the owners of land within said District shall not terminate the District 

except in accordance with Section 15.2-4314 of the Code. 

 

6. That lawful termination of any owner’s association of the District shall not serve 

to terminate the existence of the District but the District shall continue in effect 

until the review required by Section 15.2-4311 of the Code. 

 

7. That all County ordinances and regulations shall be applicable within said 

District provided such ordinance and regulations are consistent with the 

Agricultural and Forestal Districts Act.  Further, the Planning Commission is 

hereby advised that it is the intent of the Board of Supervisors that land use 

planning decisions or ordinances enacted to implement same shall take into 

account the special status of both land adjacent to said District and land lying 

within said District. 

 

8. That an exception for secondary roads either within or along the boundary of said 

District is hereby created and consequently, there is hereby excepted from said 

District a strip of land extending twenty-five (25) feet on both sides of the center 

line of all existing secondary roads within or along the boundary of said District 

from this ordinance. 

 

9. That the landowners of said District who do not already have either a 

conservation plan for agricultural and or a forestry management plan for forest 

lands shall apply to the appropriate agency for the preparation of such a plan 

within one year of the establishment of the district.

RESOLUTION OF THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 

SERIES 2007 BOND REFINANCING 

 

On a motion by Annette S. Perkins, seconded by Mary W. Biggs and carried unanimously,  

 

WHEREAS, The Board of Supervisors of the County of Montgomery, Virginia (the 

“Board of Supervisors”) has determined that the County of Montgomery, Virginia (the 

“County”) has an immediate need to (i) refinance the Economic Development Authority of 

Montgomery County, Virginia (the “Authority”) $10,567,876 Taxable Revenue Bond, Series 

2007 (the “Prior Bond”), which directly or indirectly refinanced prior borrowings of the 

Authority to finance the construction, renovation and equipping of the Technology 

Manufacturing Building located on certain land in the County (together with such land and any 

other improvements located on such land, the “Project”), through the issuance of the 

Authority’s Taxable Revenue Bond, Series 2011, in a principal amount not exceeding 

$9,400,000 (the “Bond”), and (ii) pay the costs of issuance of the Bond, to accomplish certain 

purposes of the Virginia Industrial Development and Revenue Bond Act (the “Act”), and the 

Authority has agreed to do so; and 

 

WHEREAS, There has been presented to the Board of Supervisors a plan for the 

refinancing of the Prior Bond involving the issuance of the Bond by the Authority, which would 

not create debt of the County for purposes of the Virginia Constitution; and 

 

WHEREAS, The Authority has received a proposal from StellarOne Bank (the “Bank”) 

for purchase of the Bond, payment of the Bond to be secured by a lien on and security interest in 

the Project granted pursuant to a deed of trust, and in connection therewith, the Bank has 

requested a moral obligation support agreement be entered into between the Authority and the 

County; and 

 

WHEREAS, The Bank has agreed that the Bond may be repaid without penalty at any 

time; and 

 

WHEREAS, There have been presented to this meeting drafts of the following 

documents (the “Documents”), copies of which shall be filed with the records of the Board of 

Supervisors: 

 

1. a Bond Purchase and Loan Agreement between the Authority and the Bank 

providing for the purchase of the Bond and the loan of the monies from the sale of the 

Bond to repay the Prior Bond (the “Bond Purchase and Loan Agreement”); 

 

2. a Support Agreement between the Authority and the County to undertake a non-

binding obligation to appropriate from time to time monies to the Authority in connection 

with payments due on the Bonds; 
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3. an Assignment of Rents and Leases between the Authority and the Bank, 

assigning to the Bank leases and rental payments received from the Project (the 

“Assignment”); and 

 

4. a Deed of Trust between the Authority and the trustees thereunder for the benefit 

of the Bank, securing the repayment of the Bond with a first deed of trust on the Project 

(the “Deed of Trust”). 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, BY THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 

OF THE COUNTY OF MONTGOMERY, VIRGINIA: 

 

1. The plan for refinancing the Prior Bond for the County as described in the 

preambles above is hereby approved.  The Authority will be requested to issue the Bond 

in the maximum amount of $9,400,000 and to use the proceeds therefrom to refinance the 

Prior Bond and pay costs of issuance.  The Authority will sell the Bond to the Bank and 

agree to repay the same pursuant to the Bond Purchase and Loan Agreement.  The 

Authority’s repayment obligations will be sufficient to pay interest and principal due on 

the Bond, all pursuant to the Bond Purchase and Loan Agreement.  The obligation of the 

Authority to pay principal and interest on Bond will be limited to revenues received from 

the Project and appropriations of the County under the Support Agreement, if necessary.  

The obligation of the County to make any payments under the Support Agreement will be 

subject to the Board of Supervisors making appropriations for such purpose.  The Bond 

will be secured by the Assignment, the Bond Purchase and Loan Agreement, the Deed of 

Trust and the Support Agreement.  The issuance of the Bond maturing in three years from 

the issuance date at a per annum interest rate of 3.75% is hereby approved. 

 

2. The Board hereby approves Woods Rogers PLC serving as Bond Counsel with 

respect to the Bond and as counsel for the Bank. 

 

3. The Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Board of Supervisors, either of whom 

may act, is hereby authorized and directed to execute and deliver the Support Agreement  

 

4. The Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Board of Supervisors, either of whom 

may act, is hereby authorized and directed to acknowledge and consent, as necessary, to 

the provisions of the Support Agreement, the Assignment, the Deed of Trust, the Bond 

Purchase and Loan Agreement and any other instruments executed by the Authority in 

connection with the issuance of the Bond, including designating and confirming the final 

provisions and other terms of the Bond.  The Board of Supervisors acknowledge that the 

representations with respect to the County set forth in Section III of the Bond Purchase 

and Loan Agreement are true and accurate and that the warranties, covenants and 

agreements of the Authority in said Section III can appropriately be given by the 

Authority. 

 

5. The Documents shall be in substantially the forms submitted to this meeting, 

which are hereby approved, with such completions, omissions, insertions, and changes as 

may be approved by the officer executing them, his execution to constitute conclusive 
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evidence of his approval of any such completions, omissions, insertions and changes.  

The series designation of the Bond may be changed if the Bond is not issued in 2011. 

 

6.  The Board of Supervisors, while recognizing that it is not empowered to make 

any binding commitment to make appropriations beyond the current fiscal year, hereby 

states its intent to make annual appropriations in future fiscal years in amounts sufficient 

to make all payments under the Bond pursuant to the Support Agreement and hereby 

recommends that future Boards of Supervisors do likewise during the term of the Bond. 

 

7. All other acts of the Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Board and other officers 

of the County that are in conformity with the purposes and intent of this resolution and in 

furtherance of the plan of financing, the issuance and sale of Bond and the refinancing of 

the Prior Bond are hereby approved and ratified. 

 

8. Any authorization herein to execute a document shall include authorization to 

deliver it to the other parties thereto and to record such document where appropriate. 

 

9. The County hereby agrees to the extent permitted by law to indemnify, defend 

and save harmless the Authority, its officers, directors, employees and agents from and 

against all liabilities, obligations, claims, damages, penalties, fines, losses, costs and 

expenses in any way connected with the County, the issuance of the Bond and the 

refinancing of the Prior Bond. 

 

10. Nothing in this Resolution or the Support Agreement, the Bond or the Documents 

shall constitute a debt or a pledge of the faith and credit or the taxing power of the 

County with respect to any sums which are or may become payable under the Support 

Agreement.  All obligations of the County and the Board of Supervisors under the 

Support Agreement are subject to and dependent upon appropriations of funds by the 

Board of Supervisors, and the Board of Supervisors shall have no legally binding 

obligation under this resolution or in the Support Agreement to make any such 

appropriation or the payments provided for in the Support Agreement, the Support 

Agreement being a statement only of the present intent of the Board of Supervisors.
